TH E OCTAGON 


By Minnie Sayers Smith 
The Octagon, architect, Dr. Wil­ 
liam Thornton (1761-1828), erect­ 
ed by Colonel John Tayloe, 
was 
commenced in 1798 and complet­ 
ed in 1800 at the corner of New 
York 
avenue 
and 
Eighteenth 
street. 
It was purchased from the Tuy- 
loe heirs in 1902, by the Ameri­ 
can Institute of Architects. Since 
then it has remained continuously 
the headquarters of the National 
Professional Society of the Arch­ 
itects. 
Bishod 
Mead, 
in 
his 
"Old 
Churches, Ministers, and Families 
of Virginia," tells us that 
Wil­ 
liam Tayloe emigrated from Lon­ 
don to Virginia in 
1650. 
John 
Tayloe, a descendant who was a 
member of the "House of 
Bur­ 
gesses," founded the noted estate 
of Mount Airy, Va. 
He had 12 
children, one of whom, 
Colen*'l 
John Tayloe. built the old Octa­ 
gon house. 
The Tayloes intermarried with 
the Corbins, the Lees, the Wash­ 
ingtons, the Carters, the 
Pages, 
and nearly every other prominent 
family of Virginia. 
The mother 
of Colonel John Tayloe 
of 
the 
Octagon was a daughter of Gover­ 
nor Platen of Maryland and his 
wife was Anne, sister of Benja­ 
min Ogle, governor of Maryland. 
For those days, Colonel 
John 
Tayloe, commissioned by Wash­ 
ington in the revolution, was 
a 
very wealthy man, having at the 
age of 20 an income of neraly 
sixty thousand dollars 
a • year, 
and when the Octagon was built 
he had an income of seventy-five 
thousand a year. 
His eldest son, 
John, was in the navy and was 
distinguished in the battles of the 
Constitution with the 
Guerriore, 
the Cyane and the Levant. 
The 
memoirs 
of 
Benjamine 
Ogle Tayloe state that the Colon­ 
el was an intimate frined of Gen­ 
eral Washington, and it was 
on 
the advice of the general that the 
Octagon was built in Washington 
City, Colonel Tayloe having pre­ 
viously determined to build 
his 
winter residence in Philadelphia. 
At this period, Colonel Tayloe 
was distinguished for the 
unri­ 
valled splendor of his household 
and equipages and his establish­ 
ment was renowned 
throughout 
the country for its entertainments 
which were given in a mast gen­ 
erous manner to all persons 
of 
distinction who visited Washing­ 
ton in those days, both Americans 
and foreigners. 
In this list are included such 
names as Jefferson, (Washington 
* had passed away before its com­ 
pletion), Madison. Monroe. 
John 
Quincy Adams, Decatur, 
Porter, 


Webster, Clay, Randolph, 
Lafa­ 
yette, Steuben and 
Sir 
Edward 
Thornton, British 
minister 
and 
father of the recent British min­ 
ister, and many others of less dis­ 
tinction than the 
ones 
named. 
Colonel Taylor died in 1828 
and 
his death to a certain extent ter- j 
minuted the splendid hospitalities: 
of the Octagon, which had cover­ 
ed a period of nearly 30 years. 
The architect of the Octagon,; 
Dr. William Thornton, was a man 
of note. 
He was bom in the Is- j 
land of Tortola, West Indies, May ! 
27, 1761, studied and traveled ex-j 
tensively in Europe, and married 
Miss Brodeau of Philadelphia in 
1790. 
In the year 1793 he moved j 
to Washington, where 
he 
lived | 
until his death in 1828. 
He 
designed 
and 
supervised 
buildings for 
General 
Washing- j 
ton, Montpelier at Orange, Va., 
the residence of James Madison, 
the 
Octagon, 
Tudor 
Place 
In ‘ 
Georgetown, and probably 
other 
works of interest. 
In September, 1794, 
he 
was 
made one of the three 
commis­ 
sioners of the District of Colum­ 
bia and had charge of executing1 
the plan of the city. 
His 
posi- j 
tion was abolished soon after the 
government 
took 
possession 
of 
Washington in 1802. 
In May he was made superin- i 
tendent of patents. 
This position j 
he retained until 
his 
death 
in ; 
1828, having been the organizer 
of this important branch 
of 
the 
United States Government. 
Dr. Thornton is highly respect­ 
ed by the profession for his mer­ 
itorious and refined work on the 
United States Capitol, as well as 
for his share in 
the 
intelligent 
execution of the early work 
in 
laying out the city. 
During the 
erection of the Octagon, General 
Washington 
often 
visited 
the 
building. 
He took a lively inter­ 
est in the house, it being the home 
of a friend of his as well as onei 
of the finest residences in 
the ] 
countr yat the time. 
After the year 1814. the British 
having burned the White House, 
President James Madison 
occu­ 
pied the Octagon, and during his 
occupancy the treaty 
of 
Ghent 
between the United 
States 
and 
Great Briton declaring the Unit­ 
ed States free from British rule, 
was signed by him in the circu­ 
lar room which is now used as 
the 
secretary’s 
office 
of 
the 
American Institute of Architects.
